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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-87 are currently pending in the instant application and are subject to the 
following lack of unity requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Claims 1-87 are drawn to more than one inventive concept (as defined in PCT 
Rule 13), and accordingly, a restriction is required according to the provision of PCT 
Rule 13.2 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the international application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a general inventive 
concept (requirement of unity of invention). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one 
or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 

Due to lack of core structure and the numerous and widely divergent variables in 
the compound of formula (I), for example A, B, C, D, Ra, L1, K, L2, R b , R c , R d , R e , t, R 9 , 
R 2 , R 3 , R 4 , R h , R j , R k , U, W, R 10 -R 21 , R n , R°, Y, Z, R x , etc., the general formula I 
contains various distinct special technical features, and therefore the inventions are lack 
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of unity. For this reason, further restriction is required. A precise listing of inventive 
groups cannot be made. The following groups are exemplary, and may be subject to 
further restriction : 

Group I: Claims 1-37 and 87 are drawn to a compound of formula (I) A-B-E-D, 
according to Claim 1. This group is subject to further restriction if elected. 

Group II: Claims 38-84 are drawn to use of a compound of formula (I) according 
to Claim 1 for manufacture of a medicament. This group is subject to further restriction 
if elected. Applicant is remained that the "use" claim style is an E.U. claim style, and 
does not comply with U.S. practice. An appropriate amendment is suggested. 

Group III: Claims 85-86 are drawn to a method of using the said compound for 
the treatment of various diseases or disorders. This group is subject for further 
restriction if elected. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. The elected group is 
subject to further restriction. 

Again, this list is not exhaustive as it would be impossible under the time 
constraints due to the sheer volume of subject matter instantly claimed. Therefore, 
applicant may choose or suggest a single by identifying another specific embodiment, 
i.e. another group, not listed as the exemplary groups of the invention and examiner will 
endeavor to group the same. Applicant also needs to elect a single compound as 
the elected species for initial search purpose. 
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The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT rule 13.1 and 13.2 since, 
under 37 CFR 1.475(a) the compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural 
element qualifying as the special technical feature evidenced by formula r with 
numerous and widely divergent variables in the compound of formula (P). 

Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and restriction of the 
invention in accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper. 
Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject matter, and the complications in 
understanding the claimed subject matter imposes a serious burden on any examination 
of the claimed subject matter. 

New Rules on Patent Examinations

A SRR 
alone will not be considered a bona-fide reply to this Office action. 

If applicant elects an invention that is drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no more than 25 
total claims, applicant will not be required to file an ESD in compliance with 37 CFR 1.265 that covers 
each of the elected claims. If the elected invention is drawn to more than 5 independent claims or more 
than 25 total claims, applicant may file an amendment canceling a number of elected claims so that the 
elected invention would be drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no more than 25 total 
claims. 

If the restriction requirement is mailed on or after November 1, 2007, applicant is also required to file an 
ESD in compliance with 37 CFR 1.265 that covers each of the elected claims, unless the elected 
invention is drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no more than 25 total claims taking into 
account any amendment to the claims. To avoid the abandonment of the application, the ESD (if 
required) and the election must be filed within TWO MONTHS from the mailing date of this Office action. 
The two-month time period for reply is extendable under 37 CFR 1.136. 
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If the restriction requirement is mailed before November 1, 2007, the election must be filed within ONE

more than 5 independent elected claims and no more than 25 total elected claims.
